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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's principle arguments are neither 
reference discloses or suggests at least one air vent hole that has a gas/liquid separation function and at least one air vent hole that is 
kept unsealed from the liquid fuel in the fuel container. On the contrary, Yonetsu reference discloses the use of plurality of fine holes in 
their liquid fuel tank. See Column 5, Lines 46-67; Figures 6A,8C. In particular, the use of two fine holes is exemplified in Example 2.
